Now Yorkers were arrested by the 
Department of Justice, charged 
with various offenses against the 
nation. They were serious charges, 
verging on treason in some in- 
stances. The arrests, indictments, 
and subsequent trial made

news. Upon the authority of the 
Department of Justice, the de- 
fendants were pictured in the press 
as conspirators to overthrow the 
government by force, with steal- 
ing arms nntl ammunition from 
National Guard armories and sun- 
dry other crimes. It was a story 
of major importance, and 
from 


the government's announcements, 
a strong prima facia case against 
the group appeared to be certain. 


"They were brought to trial, 


t-narges against two were dismis- 
sed before the case got to the 
jury. One committed suicide. Nine 
were acquitted, and the jury dis- 
agreed in the case of the other 
five, one of whom was—and is— 
a National Guard captain. When 
these five were brought to trial 
last weelc, the Federal attorney 
asked for dismissal of the charges. 
Meanwhile the captain was tried 
by courtmartial and acquitted. 
His outfit had left for training 
camp while the charges 
were 


pending, and he was transferred, 
under a cloud, to another organ- 
ization not yet in active service.

Vitamin D has a pleasant name—the 


sunshine vitamin. 


It is produced by the ultraviolet 


rays of the sun on suitable substances, 
one of which is ergosterol. This com- 
pound is found in the outer layers 
of the skin. 


Vitamin D is formed when the sun 


shines on this material in our skins. 
It is then absorbed into the body. Sun- 
bathing isn't as idle as it looks. 


Our blood must contain an ample 


supply of calcium and phosphorous 
to make sound bones. The normal 
content of these minerals in our blood 
depends on .the presence of vitamin 
D. It is the regulator. 


There must be enough calcium and 


phosphorous in the blood to start 
with. Then vitamin D must be pre- 
sent to keep them in order. 


Most mothers have heard the word 


"rickets." It is the most common nu- 
tritional disease 
occurring 
among 


children of the temperate zone.' Ful- 
ly three-fourths of the infants in 
large cities show signs of rickets. 


Apparently the food eaten by most 


children is deficient in important 
vitamin D. The food can and should 
be supplemented 
by 
concentrated 


forms of this vitamin, especially dur- 
ing .the winter when there is not as cod or halibut, 
much direct sunshine as in the sum- 
mertime. 


Egg yolk is the richest food source 


for vitamin D, but oils made from 
the livers of sea fish contain much min D. 
more. Here's why. 


On the surface of the sea, in the 


sunshine, float large masses of a tiny 
form of life called plankton. The act- 
ion of the sim's rays on certain sub- 
stances in this plankton forms vita- 
min D. 


Small minnows and shell fish feed 


on this plankton. Then along come 
cod and hajibujt, who feed on the'.Ion.

Arkansas farmers placed 1,015 ap- 


plications with the Federal 
Land 


Bank of St. Louis in 1940 for more 
than $2,500,000, according to Walter L. 
Rust, president of the bank, Tnis 
represents an increase of 36 per 
cent over 1939, Mr. Rust said, and is 
indicative of Arkansas farmers' de- 
sire for long-term, amortized 
land 


bank loans. 


This increase expresses the desire 


of many farmers to become the owners 
of their farms, along with other.farm- 
er's efforts to • obtain a refinancing 
plan with lower interest rates and 
longer repayment terms that are ad- 
justed to their farms' 
capacity to 


repay. "It is my opinion," President 
Rust said, "that more general agri- 
cultural activity, especially 
in the 


purchase of 
farm land, also 
had 


much to do' with the increase in 
uppHcations for land bank loans.
